The pels mostly 
25x14 undergreund and was composed of halis which were ten te Tiftean meters below 
the ground level and csnnzcted with each other by galleries. The cemp also 
coateined a large depet for raw powder in a foriy square meter basin which 
pated meters deep. A vater conduit made it poasidle to flood the basin in 
jw seconds. 


2. A field railway bronght munitions to Chistopel from factories in Telebuga 
(59°45; 52°5'm) and an Bugnime (54*lO'H: §2°40'R). The twe fecteries 
are connzoted directly with the camp dy lines whieh pass through Chistepol. 
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
